The Smog Problem: 
Autos The Answer? 


Many jokes have been built on Los Angeles 
smog, but this same smog was the subject of serious 
discussion in Detroit. 
Smith Griswold, chief of 
the Los Angeles Air Pollution Control District, 
appeared before an assembly of research engi- 
neers of the Automobile Manufacturers Association 
and literally begged them to find some way of 
eliminating the poisonous fumes given out by 
automobiles. 
According to Griswold, the hydrocarbons given 
off by gasoline engines combine with sunlight and 
the nitrogen in the atmosphere to form ozone. 
When ozone reaches a concentration of 14 parts 
per million parts of air it becomes poisonous. As 
an example of the problem I^os Angeles has in 
controlling smog, Griswold cited the first day of 
the transit strike there. 
An estimated 150,000 
additional automobiles were driven into the down* 
town area and the percentage of ozone rose to 
one part in a million, very close tt> the danger zone. 
Griswold gave the engineers an idea to work 
with by suggesting a fuel cutoff device which 
would prevent fuel from flowing to the engine 
during deceleration. He also asked that automobile 
combustion be improved, pointing out, i f you put 
a spark plug with a continuous spark in the rear 
of your tail pipe you would ride around shooting 
a six-foot flame out the pipe." 
Los Angeles is surrounded on three sides by 
mountains and 
the fourth by the sea, forming a 
sort of natural bottle from which the sickening 
fumes cannot escape. This. plus the high concen­ 
tration of automobiles, makes it probably the most 
smog-conscious city in the United States. 
Most large American cities, and many smaller 
ones, are plagued by this same problem on a lesser 
scale, lf the auto engineers take heed to Griswold, 
the rest of the nation may benefit from Los 
Angeles’ misfortune.

Problem O f Satellites 


What arf generally termed ‘ The Satellites 
are a 
series of countries which once were independent and 
now are part of the Soviet Universal State. These coun­ 
tries first lost their independence to Germany as a 
result of the Nazi expansion in Europe they were liber­ 
ated from Germany in World War II and became a 
part of Russian imperialism. They were first delineated 
in the Ribbentrop-Molotov Pact M939* which divided 
Europe between Nazi Germany and Soviet Russia. 
At 
Yalta, Roosevelt and Churchill permitted Stalin to regard 
these areas as a Russian sphere. At Potsdam, it was 
agreed that governments were to be established in the*e 
countries by free elections 
No tree diction* have ever 
been held. They have since for all practical purpose* 
become part of Russia. 


The satellite countries are: 
Poland. Rumania, 


Bulgaria, Hungary, Czechoslovakia, Albania and East 


Germany. 
In Asia, they include Mongolia, Tannu 


Tuva. North Korea. 
Red China might be called a 


galenite state, although its position is somewhat dif­ 


ferent because of Its sire, it* history and the impor­ 


tance of IU leader, Mao Tze-tung, In the Marxist 


world. 
The satellites of Red China are Tibet and 


Northern Indo-China. 


Prior to World War I. a German philosophic his­ 
torian. Baron Heinrich von Treitschke, wrote a book in 
which he sought to establish the need for a number of 
satellite states to protect a great country, such as (ier- 
many then was. His main concept was that such satel­ 
lites would act as bulwarks of the great country so that 
it never could be attacked, Treitschke tried to reorganize 
the world so that while small nations continued to exist, 
they were wholly dependent upon their mother planet 
for their existence. 
Treitschke has influenced the thinking of the Germans 
and Russians because his ideas fit what they wanted to 
he accepted as truth. The series of satellite nations serve 
Soviet Russia well from the standpoint of military as 
well as political strategy. As they have all been inte­ 
grated into the Marxi t system, they offer no severe 
problems. 


While the I Bited Stales would like to see free 


nations in Eastern Europe and while it is sound 
political policy to raise this issue because so many 
Americans are vitally interested in the homelands of 
their parents and grandparents, the Russians ran 
always say that these satellites are ( ommunist coun­ 
tries because the peoples of those countries have not 
opposed the Communist regimes in them. And where 
there arc no free elections, how can anyone say what 
the people really want? 


Professor Francis G. Wilson of the University of 
Illinois once put it another way 
. . In truth, any form of government can stand 
for long periods so long as the subjects would rather live 
under the government than die resisting it. Revolution 
is more difficult than it was in the last century because 
of mass communication and fire power . , 
So far as we know, there have been no successful 
revolutions in any satellite countries. 
And those who 
have resisted have either been killed or sent to slave 
camps 
The Communists, having achieved power by 
revolution, having had a century of experience with revo­ 
lutionary strategy and tactics, are extraordinarily skin­ 
ful in anticipating and suppressing deviations. 
Each 
satellite country has had its purges and even though 
some purges achieved only party purification, others 
must have been related to underground revolutionary 
action 
The fact remains that the Communist Party, in 
•ach country, has continued in power and that always 
it has obeyed the will of the Kremlin. 


In the present period of good-will, it is even pas­ 
sible that some sort of election might be worked not 
to satisfy President Eisenhower, hut the party ma­ 
chinery ii so well-established in each one of these 
countries that an anti-Communist regime Is not likely 
to be se! up. 
It would be as difficult to upset Com­ 
munist bossism there as it would 
be 
to elect s 


socialist mayor of New York City. 


Should Russia show real weakness, should the regime 
iii the Kremlin totter, it is within the realm of pos­ 
sibility that a revolutionary movement could develop in 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary or some areas of Poland. Put 
while there is real power in the Kremlin, it is not believ­ 
able that any of the satellites will risk liberation from 
the Communist regime 
No matter what agreements the 
Russians might sign, they will never retreat from the 
satellites except by force.

Big 4 Talks Point Up East-West Differences 


WASHINGTON—There s one real 
disappointment about the Big Four 
meeting at Geneva—that the dra­ 
matic talks had to come to an 
end. 
The world would have been 
glad to see them go on. The pres­ 
sure for peace is so intense that 
any amount of inconvenience to 
the statesmen involved—any delay 
in other official business—would 
seem to have been justified 
if 
there was a chance for worth while 
agreements. 
But the sad truth is that the So­ 
viet rulers, unlike their Western 
colleagues, represented only them­ 
selves. They could not make agree­ 
ments 
on 
substantive 
questions 
without confessing publicly to their 
peoples 
a 
certain 
responsibility 
for some of the evils they have 
wrought in the last ten years es­ 
pecially among the satellite states 
where they have imposed a system 
of slavery. 
So far as the Western govern­ 
ments were concerned, their rep­ 
resentatives achieved a moral tri­ 
umph. It was not a triumph merely 
because they helped to create an 
atmosphere or spirit of peaceful 
purpose. The Geneva Conference 
may be termed a success from 
the Western v lewpomt only be­ 
cause it concentrated the atten­ 
tion of the entire world for a full 
week on the issues that separate 
the East and the West. 
This is no ordinary achievement. 
Not in ten years has the Iron Cur­ 
tain been penetrated so as to en­ 
able American and British and 
French viewpoints to be printed 
at length in Soviet newspapers. 
Whatever the Soviet people have 
been told about the ‘'warmongers’* 
of the West must now seem un­ 
truthful to the readers of the news­ 
papers and the listeners to radio 
broadcasts behind the Iron Cur­ 
tain 
There were to be sure risks in­ 
volved. What a mischievous use 
the Soviet propagandists can make 
now, for example, of those snap­ 
shots showing Ike and Bulganin 
and Khrushchev hobnobbing and 
smiling and fraternizing. They can 
display those photos all through 
the satellite countries as if to say 
to the oppressed peoples—"Don't 
depend on the United States and 
the West to help you out — they're

accept your fate."

5. The raising of Soviet hopes 
that the U. S. arms effort will he 
slowed down so that Russia can 
catch up. 
What The Western Allies Got: 


A. Worldwide publicity for the 
viewpoint of the West with a reit­ 
eration of basic principles origin­ 
ally proclaimed in the Atlantic 
Charter. 
This is important in­ 
side the satellite states where un­

President simply and triumphant­ 
ly acted himself. 
When he is 
being himself, the President is a 
natural, but decidedly unconven­ 
tional diplomat which accounts rn 
part for the occasional irritation 
of the professional British. 
At one point, for example. Soviet 
Premier Bulganin proposed that 
the question of German rearma­ 
ment arid European security he 
considered independently of each 
other. 
This was. of course, flatly 
contrary to the agreed Western 
position 
But Eisenhower replied, 
that, 
in 
the 
pursuit of peace, 
nothing should be dependent on 
anything else. 
The British, logically, if perhaps 
somewhat stuffily, interpreted the 
President's remark as supporting 
Bulganin's 
position, 
while 
the 
French muttered in amazement. 
Actually, of course, the remark 
was a typical Eisenhower ism and 
simply the President’s way of ex­ 
pressing his earnestness in the 
pursuit of peace. 
But what is 
really interesting is the Russian 
reaction to this sort 
of 
Fisen- 
howerism. 
In this case, for example, the 
Russians lust looked bemused, and 
none of them thought to take ad­ 
vantage of the remark

edly there has been evidence that

President's 
unconventional 
diplomacy has both bewildered and 
impressed the Soviet delegation. 
Every member of the Russian 
delegation quite obviously arrived 
here with instructions to "be nice

hower.” They were clearly caught 
off base when the President, in­ 
stead of waiting quietly to he cap­ 
tured, concentrated his own con 
steerable personal powers on cap­ 
turing them.

President sent his aids scurrying 
about for a present for Marshal 
Zhukov s daughter. 
It continued 
with such episodes as that de­ 
scribed above, which even the Rus­ 
sians could hardly attribute to a 
secret, war plotter. 
It reached 
its 
climax, 
perhaps, 
with 
th# 
President s earnest statement that 
he had talked to every member of 
the Soviet delegation, and that he 
was convinced they were all a* 
sincere in desiring peace as h# 
was. 


After this sort of 
thing, 
th# 
President s remarkable offer of 
mutual 
aerial 
inspection, 
which 
might before have been easily dis­ 
missed as mere propaganda, took 
on a color of reality and honesty. 


It 
would he 
both 
easy 
and 
dangerous, of course, to suppose 
that the Russians have all fallen 
victim to the fatal Presidential 
( harm, and that they are return­ 
ing to Moscow determined to act 
henceforth like 
well-brought-up 
democratic liberals. 
The mixture 
of charm and diplomacy can be 
dangerous, as recent history sug­ 
gests. 
Yet the Russians (with th# 
possible exception of the mechani­ 
cal Mr. Molotov; are human beings 
too—a cliche which becomes start- 
Jingly real when you see them at 
close quarters. 


Russians have also always had 
a special respect for a certain 
grandeur, especially when it is 
surrounded by the aroma of great 
powers. 
The President has th# 
grandeur and th# power, and a 
curious brand of earnestness as 
well, which makes him a man re­ 
markable difficult to disbelieve. 
Perhaps Messrs 
Bulganin and 
Khrushchev are returning to Mos­ 
cow with at least a seed of private 
doubt that the President is really 
the creature of profit-hungry Wail 
Street warmongers, with no will 
of his own. 
But even if they harbor no such 
doubts, the President has scored 
a signal victory here at Geneva.
